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REPORT OF SURVEY: 


In accordance with Title 865, Article 1, Chapter 12 of the Indiana Administrative Code ("Rule 12"), the following 
observations and opinions are submitted regarding the various uncertainties in the locations of the lines and corners 
established this survey as a result of uncertainties in reference monumentation; in record descriptions and plats; in lines of 
occupation; and as introduced by random errors in measurement ("Relative Positional Accuracy"). There is an amount of 
uncertainty along any line or at any corner equal in magnitude to the discrepancy in the location of the lines of possession 
(and survey points found) from the surveyed lines and corners. There may be unwritten rights associated with these 
uncertainties. Any uncertainty associated with the corners shown hereon is inherently passed to any parcel corner dependent 
on its position. 


There may be differences in record dimensions versus measured dimensions along the surveyed lines shown hereon. 
Likewise, there may be found survey markers near, but not precisely at, some boundary corners. In cases where the 
magnitude of these differences is less than the Relative Positional Accuracy and less than the uncertainty identified for the 
reference monumentation (discussed below), the differences may be considered insignificant and are shown only for purposes 
of mathematical closure. Such differences that are greater than the Relative Positional Accuracy and the uncertainty in 
reference monumentation should be considered worthy of notice and are therefore discussed further below. 


The Relative Positional Accuracy for this survey is within the specifications of an Indiana Rural Survey (0.26 feet plus 200 
ppm) as defined in IAC 865. 


The basis of bearings is the Indiana Geospatial Coordinate System's (InGCS) "Greene" zone per NAD 83 (2011) epoch 
2010.00, NAVD 88, geoid18 conus.db3, reported in US Survey Feet and decimal parts thereof. The zone was developed to 
minimize the differences between ground measured horizontal distances and the corresponding grid coordinate (map) 
distances within the county. Coordinates were established using the Javad GNSS Data Online Processing Service (DPOS) to 
post-process static observations collected with a Javad Triumph 3 base. Positional values of other points listed herein were 
determined either from static GNSS (Javad Triumph LS Rover), RTK GNSS (Javad Triumph LS Rover) or radially with a 
conventional total station (Nikon Nivo) from points established by RTK GNSS. 


Monuments were witnessed by Oser Surveying & Mapping in May and June, 2022. Survey monuments noted as a mag spike 
set are a 4-1/2" long mag spike in a 2" diameter aluminum disc stamped "OSER IN PS#21100022". Survey monuments noted 
as an “Oser rebar” are a 5/8" diameter by 24" long rebar with an orange plastic cap stamped "OSER IN PS# 21100022". 


Unless otherwise noted, all ties to new bearing trees (BTs) are a 2” mag nail set in a 1-1/2” orange plastic hub disc stamped 
“SURVEY MARKER DO NOT REMOVE?” and hack mark at the root crown (less than 12” above ground) perpendicular to 
the center of the tree. BT diameters are noted as dbh (diameter breast height) and are measured approximately 4.5 feet above 
ground. Bearings are grid and were measured with the internal compass of the Javad Triumph LS rover from the monument 
to the center of the BT. Distances are ground and were measured with a 100’ steel tape from the monument to the mag nail. 
When it was not practical to set a mag nail or hack a tree, bearings and distances were measured to the center of the BT. 
Distances approaching or in excess of 100 feet were measured by RTK offset to the reference object. 


The purpose of this survey was to perpetuate the section comers, quarter section corners, and center quarter of section corners 
in Sections 25, 26, 35 & 36 — Township 06 North — Range 05 West, 2™ Principal Meridian, Taylor Township, Greene 
County, Indiana. Sixteenth-section corners, corners of minor subdivisions, and property corners were not evaluated in any 
way unless specifically discussed herein. Bearing breaks exist between section corners and quarter corners that are not 
shown. Bearings and distances are shown hereon to correlate corners and to assist in corner analysis. The relationship of the 
section/half section corners to the adjoining parcel boundary lines was not addressed. The section and half section lines 
shown hereon should not be construed as defining actual property lines and corners as in a retracement or original survey. 
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Only those occupation lines in the immediate vicinity of the corners perpetuated (as depicted or discussed on the Greene 


County Corner Perpetuation Records included with this report) were analyzed as part of this survey. 


REFERENCE SURVEYS, PLATS & MAPS: 


Reference survey records were obtained from the Greene and Daviess County Surveyors, the Greene and Daviess County 
Recorders, and the Indiana Department of Transportation. Deed records were evaluated in the immediate vicinity of some 
corners, mostly in the case of corners with an uncertain pedigree. Survey records relevant to each corner perpetuated are 
listed on the Greene County Corner Perpetuation Records included with this report. Surveys listed in Sections 22, 23, 24, 25, 
26, 27, 34, 35, and 36 are in Township 6 North Range 5 West. Surveys listed in Sections 19, 30, and 31 are in Township 6 
North Range 4 West. Surveys listed in Sections 1, 2, and 3 are in Township 5 North Range 5 West (Daviess County). The 
following is a full list of the surveys consulted and deemed relevant to this project. Additional survey records that were 
reviewed, but not used for any analysis related to this project are not included below. The survey records that were reviewed, 
but not included were redundant, illegible, or did not contain useful ties to PLSS corners.

MONUMENTS FOUND OR SET: Refer to the monuments keyed on the survey drawings by point number and Greene 
County Corner Record Index ID. Monuments and corners evaluated in the process of this survey, the theory of location used 
to accept or establish these monuments and corners, and the surveyor’s opinion of the uncertainties associated with these 
monuments and corners are as detailed below for accessory monuments and on the Greene County Corner Perpetuation 
Records included with this report for primary monuments. 


6N4W_ROI (OSM #10108 - Section Corner common to Sections 19 and 30 — T6N — R4W): A 5/8” rebar with a bent top was 
found flush with grade. The bottom ~18” of the rebar was straight in the ground. We replaced it with a 5/8” x 24” long rebar 
with an orange plastic cap stamped "OSER IN PS# 21100022" set flush with grade. The origin of the rebar is unknown. It 
first appeared in the modern survey record on a survey by Elliott Sturgeon in Section 25-T6N-R5W dated 9/15/1998 and 
recorded as Instrument Number 1999-4511 and has consistently been accepted on subsequent surveys. In 1898, Greene 
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County Surveyor Francis Parker set a “post hole filled with coal and stone in road” at this corner witnessed to a 12” locust 
tree. No trace was found of the locust tree and we did not excavate to search for the post hole. The found rebar is just north of 
Olive Branch Road, but was accepted as the corner by common report. 


6N4W_TO1 (West 1/4 Corner of Section 30 — T6N — R4W): This corner was not set as part of the original government survey 
and we found no record of a historic legal survey to establish it. We did not find or set a monument at this corner. 


6N4W_VO01 (Section Corner common to Sections 30 & 31 — T6N — R4W): The original government surveyor set a wooden 
post at this corner 47.52 feet north of the post corner common to Sections 25 & 36 — T6N —RS5W (6N5W_V25). In 1847, 
Greene County Surveyor F.B.Cressy set a marked stone at this corner that was 5287.92 feet from the Township Corner 
(Legal Survey Book 1, page 169). We measured 5321.24 feet between the Township Corner and 6N5W_V25 this survey. 
Adding the original record distance of 47.52 feet to the measured distance would result in a calculated position for this corner 
5368.76 feet from the Township Corner, a discrepancy of 80.84 feet from the 1847 legal survey. We found that James Tibbett 
(Instrument Number 2011-2513) and David Boblitt (Instrument Number 2019-1340) both held the monument at the northeast 
comer of Section 36-T6N-RS5W (V25) for the northwest corner of Section 31-T6N-R4W (V01). We did not find or set a 
second monument. 


6N4W_XO1 (West 1/4 Corner of Section 31 — T6N — R4W): This corner was not set as part of the original government survey 
and we found no record of a historic legal survey to establish it. Jess Gwinn held a calculated position for this corner as 
shown on the Chamberlain Boundary Survey recorded as Instrument Number 2000-2309. We did not find or set a monument 
at this corner. 


6N5W_R20 (East 1/16 Corner common to Sections 23 and 26 — T6N — R5W): A 5/8” rebar with yellow plastic cap stamped 
“RESENBECK 29800018” was found flush per an ALTA survey by Brian Resenbeck recorded as Instrument Number 2021- 
5608. No search was made this survey for a railroad spike that is shown at this corner on prior surveys. 


6N5W_U235 (South 1/16 Corner of Section 25 — T6N — R5W): A magnail in a washer stamped “BRG PC50920004” was 
found 1” below grade in the asphalt of West Gate Road per a survey by Marty James recorded as Instrument Number 2012- 
4634. James set the magnail at the midpoint between the magnail at T25 and the magnail at V25. 


6N5W_V22 (West 1/16 Corner common to Sections 25 & 36 — T6N — R5W): A 5/8” rebar with a damaged yellow BRG cap 
was found flush per a survey by Marty James recorded as Instrument Number 2016-4039. James set the rebar to replace a 
5/8” iron pin set by Lee Utt in 2004 (Instrument Number 2005-1714) that was destroyed by construction of Interstate 69. 


6NSW_W17 (North 1/16 Corner common to Sections 34 and 35 — T6N — R5W): A stone with stone witnesses was set at this 
corner in by Greene County Surveyor W.Clogston in 1877 per a survey on file in Legal Survey Book 3, page 58. The corner 
falls in the asphalt intersection of Base Line Road and Scotland Newberry Road. We did not excavate the intersection to 
search for the stone. In 1993, James Tibbett found and accepted an iron pin of unknown origin at the road intersection. The 
iron pin was later accepted by Fowler and Wile. We did not find the iron pin, but we were able to calculate its position based 
on ties to other monuments and found that it is 6.0 feet west and 6.1 feet north of the midpoint between the monument found 
at V17 and the monument set at X17. We did not reset the corner or show the bearing break on our survey plat. However, if 
we were surveying in the vicinity of this corner, we expect that we would reset the corner based on the Tibbett survey as 
opposed to the theoretical midpoint. 


6NS5W_W21 (OSM #10227 - North 1/16 Corner common to Sections 35 and 36 — T6N — R5W): A 5/8” rebar with yellow 
plastic cap stamped “BRG INC 6892 IN” was found flush at the northwest corner of the intersection of US Highway 231 and 
the Scotland Newberry Road. The rebar was set by Marty James in 2015 to replace a railroad tie fence post that was 
destroyed by I-69 construction. The James survey is recorded as Instrument Number 2016-4039. The railroad tie post was 
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also accepted by Dennis Helms in 2010 as shown on his survey for Bush Commercial Properties recorded as Instrument 
Number 2010-2617. We accepted the rebar as the best evidence of the corner. 


6NS5SW_X13 (OSM #10321 — 1/4 Corner common to Sections 33 and 34— T6N— R5W): A 1” iron pin in concrete was found 
flush. 


6NSW_X15 (OSM #5512 — Center 1/4 Corner of Section 34 — T6N — R5W): A 5/8” rebar with yellow plastic cap stamped 
“BRG INC 6892” was found flush per the 2015 survey for Hoosier Energy in Section 34 by Rachel Oser recorded as 
Instrument Number 2015-1392. The rebar was set at the intersection of opposite quarter corners holding the tree corner at the 
East 4 corner of Section 34 that we disagreed with this survey. We searched the survey and deed records in Section 34 and 
found no evidence of reliance on the BRG rebar. Therefore, we thought it best to remove it and reset the corner based on the 
east/west half-section line formed between the 1” iron pin at the West 4 Corner of Section 34 (X13) and the Oser rebar set at 
the East “4 Corner of Section 34 (X17). We made no changes to the east/west position of the corner. We set a 5/8” x 24” long 
rebar with orange plastic cap stamped “OSER IN PS #21100022” flush on the north right-of-way of Interstate 69. 


6N5W_X16 (OSM #5511 — Center-East 1/16 Corner of Section 34 — T6N — R5W): A 5/8” rebar with yellow plastic cap 
stamped “BRG INC 6892” was found flush per the 2015 survey for Hoosier Energy in Section 34 by Rachel Oser recorded as 
Instrument Number 2015-1392. The BRG rebar was set on the east/west half-section line formed between the 1” iron pin at 
the West 4 Corner of Section 34 and the tree fence corner erroneously held as the East “% Corner of Section 34. We searched 
the survey and deed records in Section 34 and found no evidence of reliance on the rebar. Therefore, we thought it best to 
remove the BRG rebar set in 2015 and reset the corner based on the east/west half-section line formed between the 1” iron 
pin at the West ’4 Corner of Section 34 (X13) and the Oser rebar set at the East '4 Corner of Section 34 (X17). We made no 
changes to the east/west position of the corner. We set a 5/8” x 24” long rebar with orange plastic cap stamped “OSER IN PS 
#21100022” flush on the south side of the guardrail at the north end of Maple Flats Road. 


6N5SW_X18 (OSM #10187 - Center-West 1/16 Corner of Section 35 — T6N — R5W): A 4” x 6” stone was found 10” below 
grade at the northwest base of a giant tulip poplar (4.5 to 5 feet in diameter). The stone is on the southeast side of the 
intersection of fence remains to the north, south, and east. The stone is not marked with a “+” on top, but the west side is 
engraved “S 4 NW 35”. The stone was set by Greene County Surveyor Francis M. Parker in 1884 as shown on a survey filed 
in Legal Survey Book 4, page 34. No trace was found of either accessory to the corner. The stone was accepted by Lee Utt in 
1986 as shown on a survey filed in the new Legal Survey Book 1, page 15. We accepted the stone as the best evidence of the 
corner with no associated uncertainty. 


6NS5W_X20 (Center-East 1/16 Corner of Section 35 — T6N — R5W): In 1884, Greene County Surveyor Francis Parker set a 
marked stone at this corner with witness ties to another stone and a 30” white oak as shown on a legal survey filed in Legal 
Survey Book 4, page 34. Per our calculations, Parker’s stone would fall in the present-day asphalt of Toon Road, which we 
did not excavate. We found no trace of the stone witness. In 1986, Lee Utt set an iron pin at this corner as shown on his Legal 
Survey for Plummer-Autrey in Section 35 filed in New Legal Survey Book 1, page 15. The iron pin was 12 feet west of the 
centerline of Toon Road. We found a bent iron pipe flat on the west bank of Toon Road in approximately the position shown 
on the Utt survey. 


6N5SW_Y17 (South 1/16 Corner common to Sections 34 & 35 — T6N—R5W): A 1.2’ x 0.7’ stone was found 0.5 feet above 
grade and 2 feet south of east/west wire fence remains. The found stone is irregular and was not well planted. An engraved 
“5” and potentially part of a “+” were observed on the top of the stone, but we are not convinced that the marks were 
deliberate. A 5/8” rebar was also found 0.5 feet above grade in the east/west fence N 89°54'32" W 39.54 feet from the stone. 
The rebar was set for the 1/16 corner at the corner post intersection of fence to the north and east by Marson Fowler in 1998 
(Instrument Number 1999-6594) and was accepted by Donald Wile in 2000 (Instrument Number 2002-0481). 
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In 1847, Greene County Surveyor F.B.Cressy set a stone at this corner (Legal Survey Book 1, page 171). In 1877, Greene 
County Surveyor W.W.Clogston reestablished the corner and set a new stone (Legal Survey Book 3, page 58). Measurements 
to the stone found this survey correlate exceptionally well with those shown on both the 1847 survey by Cressy and the 1877 
survey by Clogston, which led us to accept the stone as the best evidence of the corner, despite its irregular shape. There are 
39.54 feet of uncertainty associated with this corner.

Measurements to the railroad 
spike from other monuments shown on the 1995 Tibbett survey are consistent, so it is possible that this is the survey of 
origin for the railroad spike. However, the survey does not indicate that a monument was set. Moreover, when Mr. 
Tibbett surveyed in Section 25 in 2020, he accepted the railroad spike, but made not claim as to its origin. 


In 1998, Elliott Sturgeon found iron pins at the Section Commer common to Sections 19 & 30 — T6N — R4W and at the 
East 4 Comer of Section 25 — T6N — R5W. He calculated a location for this corner on the line between the found iron 
pins and 2640 feet north of the pin at the East 4 Corner. It is unclear if he monumented the corner. We recovered both 
of the iron pins that are shown on the Sturgeon survey, and did not find a monument at the location shown for this 
corner. Readings from our magnetic locator indicate that there is a large metal culvert in the immediate vicinity. If 
Sturgeon monumented the corner, it may have been destroyed when the culvert was installed or perhaps the signal is 
just obstructed. 


In 2007, Vincent Barr held a calculated location for this corner based on the record falling south of the iron pin found at 
the Section Corner common to Sections 19 & 30 — T6N — R4W. Barr’s calculated location was also accepted by Marty 
James in 2012 and 2016. 


The only prior survey record that specifically calls for the found railroad spike is a 2020 retracement and original 
survey in Sections 24 & 25 by James Tibbett. The railroad spike is 2 feet east of the line between the two found iron 
pins mentioned above, but it fits well with monuments found along the north line of the Northeast Quarter of Section 
25. We found no definitive record of any other monument at this corner, and therefore accepted the found railroad spike 
as the best evidence of the corner.

The right-of-way plans for State Road 157 (US Highway 231) do not describe a monument at this corner. The section 
line between Sections 25 & 26 is depicted near the east side of a dirt public road. The south line of the Northeast quarter 
of Section 26 is depicted along the south side of a gravel private drive. A fence is depicted on the south side of the 
gravel drive and on the west side of the dirt road. The 1946 right-of-way plans and the right-of-way grants from 1943 
both indicate that INDOT purchased right-of-way for State Road 157 up to and along the section line in the vicinity of 
this corner.

We accepted MRF rebar #2 as the corner primarily because of its stronger correlation with the 1946 highway plans. The 
4” rebar found within half a foot of MRF rebar #2 is further evidence that others have accepted this location as the 


quarter corner.

accessories. In 1884, Greene County Surveyor Francis Parker measured to this corner, but did not describe the 
monument or take witnesses.
